REVENUE. 


When I come to inland revenue I approach

RESTORING CONFIDENCE.

The tide of liquid capital had been setting 
very strongly in geábh a these shores, which 
was flattering to our vanity, but was some- 
times a serious embarrassment to our trade, 
and was apt to give rise to dangerous develop- 
ment. 
Nobody could say that the ebb might not 
set in presently, and he had been driven to 
the conclusion that if we were to avoid 
violent and perilous fluctuations in our 
currency, especially those due to speculative 
operations; if we were to enable this country 
to function effectively as the main inter- 
national centre of the world, it was essential 
that we should hold adequate reserves of gold 
and foreign exchange in order that we might 
stand the withdrawal of short-dated capital 
and check these speculative movements. 


WINDING-UP FXCHANGE 
ACCOUNT. 


I propose to wind up the old exchange 
account and to use the assets as the nucleus 
of a new account, to be cailed the exchange 
equalisation account. I propose to ask for 
powers to borrow up to 150 millions from 
this account. The details of the assets in the 
account may take various forms, either gold or 
sterling securities 
There were certain other purpuses for which 
this account could be used conveniently. Mr. 
Chamberlain explained in detail the account- 
ing method in dealing with the weekly returns 
of the banks, and said that his pro s only 
affected the issue department, and did not con- 
fer on the banks any new privilege or power. 
The banks would continue to bear any risks 
which might be involved in exchange opera- 
tions. This arrangement was e at the 
banks’ own desire. 
Mr. Chamberlain stressed that they must be 
very careful to keep their full cover against 
the note issue. The assets of the issue depart- 
ment should be both consistently and con- 
servatively valued. His proposal provided 
that at any time when valuation on this basis 
showed a deficiency, reserves to the corre- 
sponding amount should be passed from the 
exchange equalisation account to the issue de- 
partment of the banks, and conversely when 
necessary. 
In connection with credits raised by the 
Bank of England last year from France, an 
undertaking was given at the time thai any 
loss on the transaction should be made good 
to the banks on foreign exchange.

DUTY ON TEA.

I do not know why it should be so diffi- 
.. cult (writes a correspondent) to get brown 

bread in Dublin, but that has been my 
experience. It is due, I suppose, to the 
small demand that most of the shops seem 
content to stock only the white variety. 
Nevertheless, many people find brown 
bread much more wholesome and digestible 
than white. The best wholemeal bread 
that I have ever tasted was made from 
Irish wheat, and I have found that the 
best way to secure a regular supply is to 
purchase a barrel of wheat, which any 
miller will arrange to grind for a small 
charge, and have the bread baked at home.

THE OATH OF ALLEGIANCF. 


LETTER FROM BISHOP FRODSHAM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—As an Englishman who has given the 
best years of his life to the service of the 
Empire, and is bound by many ties of affec- 
tion and gratitude to the Irish, may I suggest 
an avenue which may lead to a just and har- 
monious settlement of the dispute as to the 
oath of allegiance to the Crown? So far as 
I can discover, the weight of opposition to 
the oath in the Free State is not personal 
dislike to His Majesty King George, nor is 
it ill-will to Great Britain, and still less is it 
a desire to leave the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. It is a fixed determination not 
to acknowledge that .sovereignty resides in 
any country outside Ireland, and with this 
sentiment many English will agree. Were 
the circumstances reversed,,they would be 
moved by much the same determination. 

The s Aon however, is a dual symbol. 
The King is Monarch of Great, Britain Fá 
right and the approval of his subjects. 
is also King Emperor, and his Crown, as 
such, is the su symbol of the unity 
which exists throughout the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. There is no living man 
who knows more of all parts of the British 
Commonwealth than King George V. There 
is no man more wide-minded in his sense of 
duty to each and every one of the nations 
whom he unites; and men and women of 
every race have been inspired by his example 
and his single-hearted devotion. Men and 
women alike have made cheerfully the great 
sacrifice for the King and for what the King 
represents. The Irish have been second to 
none in this. 

My suggestion is that allegiance to the 
King as Emperor, not as King of Great 
Britain, is the really important matter. The 
Imperial Crown is the symbol of unity, not 
of domination, and in developing this aspect 
of the Crown lies the way towards settlement 
of the present dispute. The suggestion is so 
simple that it is-almost obvious. None the 
less, the avenue is worth following if it 
presents the slightest chance of son Th to 

ce and unity in the British Commonwealth 
oí Nations.—Yours, etc., , 
Grornce H. Fropsmam.

ELECTRICITY. 


FARADAY LECTURE IN

N old woman's tenacity in sticking to her 
A farm was discussed at lk Circuit 
Court to-day, before J Devitt, 

K.C., when an application was on behalf 
of the Louth County Council for the com- 
mittal to prison of Mrs. Susan Dooley, of 
Drumgur, on the borders of Louth and 
Monaghan. Mrs. Dooley did uot attend the 
Court, nor was she represented. 
Mr. Regan (instructed by Mr. D. O'Connell) 
said that the County Council had had tre- 
mendous trouble with this farm, which they 
owned. The woman and her family had been 
evicted two years ago, but after having been 
evicted she had gone back to the place. She 
had been arrested and brought to Carrick- 
macross Court, where she gave an undertaking 
to leave, and the proceedings then contem- 
plated were dropped. The woman had since 
gone back, and though the premises on the 
arm had been unroofed, she had erected an 
old shack of sticks and straw, and used this 
as a sleeping place at nights. When the Court 
messengers and Guards went there they found 
the woman in possession, and she was always 
defiant. An offer for the purchae of the farm 
had been made, but to get this offer clear 
En would have to be given. The 
vounty Council had been obliged to spend 
large sums of money clearing the farm of 
weeds, and the land was useless to them until 
they could the woman to leave.

SUMMER VISITORS. 


DUN LAOGHAIRE PREPARES

Extensive preparations to receive the large 
influx of tourists this summer are being 
made by the hotels and boarding-houses at 
Dun Laoghaire.

They put forward reasons why the 
scheme should be modified, so that the 
Irish consumer would not be compelled 
to pay higher prices for the butter that 
he requires in order to subsidise an export 
trade. 

The Minister promised to give earnest 
consideration to the views of the deputa- 
tion. 


EFFECT ON IRISH TRADE, 


The Minister’s scheme, if put into effect, 
would interfere with the Irish butter trade 
generally, said the members of the deputa- 
tion. Prices in the Free State would 
increase to an unreasonable extent, and | 
consumers would have to bear the brunt | 
of the tax. While consumers in Great 
Britain would, through the operation of 
the bounty, be able to buy butter at 
ls. 2d. per pound, Irish consumers would 
be forced to pay 1s, 6d. per pound. 

The deputation held that it was unfair 
to the home consumers to force them to 
pay fourpence per pound more for butter 
which was being sent out of the country 
to be sold at fourpence per pound less in 
the British market. Surely, they claimed, 
home consumers should at least expect to 
get butter at the same price as the British 
consumer would get it. 


HOME-MADE BUTTER.

A message from Tokyo states that a 
general strike of all the employés of the

has been called as a protest against the 
arrest of forty employés in connection with 
the dynamiting of a Japanese troop train 
last Tuesday. The entire service will be 
suspended. 

e Chinese Eastern Railway is jointly 
owned by Russia and China. 

Eleven Japanese officers and men were 
killed and 93 injured in the explosion last 
week which took place ten miles east of 
Harbin. The train ran off the rails and 
plunged over a cliff,

SHARP FALL IN AUS-

There was not a great deal passing in the 
London Stock Markets yesterday. Indeed, 
interest appeared to be almost wholly con- 
fined to those sections thought to be most 
likely to be affected by the Budget. Con- 
siderable activity was again seen In the [ron 
and Steel shares, and the tone continued firm. 
Breweries also attracted attention in the 
early hours. but subsequently went off sharply 
following Monday's improvement, and at the 
fnish were lower all round. Tea shares, how- 
ever. again met a good demand, and in a 
number of instances added to the overnight 
improvements. British Funds generally main- 
tained a firm appearance, and, although not 
maintaining the best levels, they still showed 
advances on the day in a number of direc- 
tions. India stocks were quietly steady, but 
Australians presented a weak front. This 
was attributable to rumours of an alteration 
in the exchange rate. It is suggested that 
there mav be a change to £140 Australian to 
£100 London. The present rate is £125. This 
was reflected in a somewhat severe marking 
down in quotations. the New South Wales 
stocks losing 6 to 7 peints, while the Com- 
monwealth issues, Victorien and South 
Australian stocks were all put substantially 
lower. the market closing on a weak note. 
The Foreign Government stock market gene- 
rally presented a depressing appearance.
